Humbly complaining your orater Henry Rebinett would respectfully 
represent and show unto your honer as follows: That heretolore ay 
pout the 14th day of December,1908, he entered inte a partnership 
arrangement with William Johnsen to manufacture a Small bunch of tim” 
ber inte lumber, which timber was situated on a tract of land located 
en Wallens G¥eek, Lee County, Virginia, Known as the B, F. Thompsen 
or Travis tract eentaining about one hundred and forty five acres. 

Your erator and the said Jonnsen wae to manufacture the said tin 
ber into lumber and dispose of the same at certain prices te J. B. 
Robinett and eut ef the preceeds to pe derived frem the sale of the 
said lumber was to pay the costs of the manufacturing of said timber 
into lumber and the remaining Part, if any, to be divided equally 
between your orator and the said Jonnsen, 

Your orator was also the owner of a saw-mill and it was further 
agreed that in case the said Johnsen could make enough money out of 
the vrefits in the timber that was to be manufactured, the said John 
Son was to have a one~halt interest in the said saw-mill and was to 
Pay the sum of 400,00 therefor. And further agreed that in case the 


said Johnson did not make any money out ef the manufacture ef said 


timber to pay for said mill, that the said Johnsen would not have any 


interest in said saw7miil. 

Your orator would further represent and show unto your honor 
that after entering inte the said arrangement with said William Jonn™ 
Son the began the manufacture of said timber and manufactured about 
"5000 feet of lumber therefrom. For the purpose of meeting the pay7 
ment of the expenses of the said manufacture of said lumber, your 
‘orator anf the said William Johnson made arrangements with J. B. Rov= 
inett to pay off hands in his store and other expenses, and in pur~ 


Suance thereto your orator and hhe said Johnson gave various orders 





and traded in the said store to the amount of about $500,00, the ext 
act amount of which your erator is not now advised, but the same is 
Somewhere in the neighbornood of said amount. 

Your orator and the said Johnson found that they gould not make 
any money out of the manufacture of said timber and have abandoned 
the Sane and quit the said manufacture and cancelled said partnership 
in regard to the manufacture of said timber, but your orator states 
that out ef the sale of the lumber that has been made, they have been 


only able to pay on their indebtedness to the said J. B. Robinett 


about the sum of $118.00, and the remaining part thereof is still 


ewing and unpaid. By an agreement with the sald J. B. Robinett he 
was to parchase the said lumber at certain prices per thousand under 
a similar contract to that which was made on the 22nd aay of May, 
1908, on the same terms and at the same price as was contained in 
said contract Which was signed by William Johnson and J. B. Robinett 
and which was afterwards taken over by your orater on tie 14th day 
of Hoe eben: 19.08% by memoranda endorsed upen the said contract, a 
copy of which is herewith filed as part of this bill as exhibit "A". 
Your orator would further represent and show unto your honor 
that there is about 25000 feet of lumber manufactured under tie satd 
Partnersnip arrangement which has not been sold and disposed of, sit 
uated on the said lands and that Horne & Fields, under 4 judgment and 
execution issued by J. M. Durham, a Justice of the Peace, has had. 
G. V. Sacre, Deputy Sheriff for W. Y. Tucker, Sheriff of Lee County, 
te levy Upon about 20000 feet of said lumber for a debt which was due 
by the said William Johnsen to the said Horne «& Fields, copies of 
Which said judement, execution, ind levy are herewith filed as part 
of this, bill as exhibit "B". 

Your orator alleges that the said property so levied upon is the 
Social effects of the said partnership of Robinett & Johnson. That 
there are no other social assets belonging to the said Robinett & 
Johnson excevt the said lumber levied upon by the gaid Sheriff and 


except a small amount which is at Jasper, amounting to about 10000 or 





12,000 feet, which may have er may not have at this time been taken 
up and sold to the said J. B. Robinett, the amount thereof in dollars 
and cénts your orator cannot state. 

Your orator would further represent and show unto your honor 
that the said Robinett & Jonnson ewes no other debt except the one 
foing to the said J. B. Robinett. 

Your orator further alleges that the said assets of the said 
firm of Robinett & Johnson is insufficient to pay the said debt and 
that the said Jonnson is insolvent and beyond the amount KKX@M to be 
realized out of the said lumber now on hands belonging to the said 
firm. Your orasor will have to pay out of his own personal effects 
the remainder of the indebtedness, 

The ebject therefore of this bill is, first to enjoin the sale 
of the social assets of the said firm levied upon by the said Deputy 


Sheriffs. ‘to ascertain the firm assets and liabilites of the said firm 


of Johnsen & Robinett; to marshall the assets and ascdrtain all of 


their liabilities. 

The prayer therefore of your orator is that EZ. L. Horne and 
Hiram Fields, partners in trade under the firm name of Horne & Flelds, 
G.V. Sace, Deputy Sheriff for W. ¥. Tucker as eaferesaid, and Willian 
Johnsen be made parties to this bill of complaint, and be required 
to answer the biti but not under oath, answer under eath being ex 
Pressly waived; that the said Sheriff be enjoined and restrained from 
making baie of hhe said lumber so levied upon by him as aforesaid, 
that your orator be appointed as Receiver to sell and dispose of the 
said timber so levied upon as aforesaid under bond to be executed by 
him in this case, ani to be accounted for by him herein, tuat the 
debts and liabilities of the said firm of Robinett & Skaeax Jeiiews 
be ascertained afd alse its assets, and that enough of the assets be 
applied aS shall be necessary fer the payment of the social indebted 
ness so ascertained, and may all ether, further and gener&l relief be 
eranted your orator that the nature of his cause and good conscience 


requires, And née will ever pray &e.
